JLFemocratic victory seemed 

sure in 1876 as the Grant administration 
approached political bankruptcy. Democrats 
nominated Gov. Samuel Jones Tilden of New 
York with “reform” his slogan, and returns 
gave him 184 electoral votes. He needed 185 
to win. Four states were still uncertain, three 
of them Southern. 

Then the country went through a period of 
agony and uncertainty. A variant of the Elec¬ 
toral College system took over, a system of 
which Prof. Louis Keonig wrote that 
“nothing indeed could have been more ex¬ 
pertly contrived to thrust the nation into 
periodic crises of uncertainty and strife.” 

What happened was a “deaU* Congress 
set up a commission; every disputed state 
went to Rutherford B. Hayes on a straight 
party .vote, 8 to 7, in return for which, it was 
charged, the administration agreed to wink 
at nonenforcement of the civil-rights laws 
for which the Union had fought. (Virtually 
no attempt to enforce the 15th Amendment 
came after that till Franklin D. Roosevelt.) 
Governor Tilden actually had a plurality 
of 264,292 votes. 

Delegates unrestricted 

Most Americans think that when they vote 
they are voting for a president. Actually, 
they aren't. They are voting for a faceless 
member of the Electoral College. Morallyf 
he is supposed to vote for a specific candi¬ 
date, Constitutionally, he can vote for any¬ 
body he wants. Once or twice this has hap¬ 
pened—the dummy has rebelled. 

Some states permit election of uncom¬ 
mitted electors. They may hope to throw the 
election into the House of Representatives. 
Then they could make deals, like that of 
1876 which blunted the result of the Civil 

War. ^ 1 , 4 . 

Once again Congress is going to look at 

the Electoral College. 

Is it safe to leave the situation where it is? 
President Johnson says “no.” Last Jan. 28 
he sent Congress a package to correct “three 
conspicuous and long-recognized defects in 
the Constitution relating to the office of the 
presidency.” 

Last year Congress moved to correct one 
of these — presidential disability — and 
launched a constitutional amendment. It will 
probably become effective next year.

Power interests crossed 

Another proposal is the "district sys¬ 
tem.” This divides states into equally pop¬ 
ulated districts with one electoral vote each. 
Some of the backers: Sens. Karl E. Mundt 
(R) of South Dakota, Strom ThurmOnd (R) 
of South Carolina, John L. McClellan (D) 
of Arkansas, Roman I. Hniska (R) of 
Nebraska, Thruston B, Morton (R) of'Ken¬ 
tucky, Hiram L. Fong (R) of Hawaii, J. 
Caleb Boggs (R) of Delaware, John Sten- 
nis (D) of Mississippi, Winston L, Prouty 
(R) of Vermont, and Sen. John G. Tower 
(R) of Texas. 

Advocates of all these proposals will be 
heard in weeks to come. 

What is the obstacle to these proposals? 
Each one cuts across some jealously 
watchful power interest which probably is 
able to raise the one-third opposition needed 
to block a constitutional change. 

Take the idea of omitting the states, 
for direct popular vote: 

The small states would object. At pres- 


The key to this strangely proportioned map is the number 
of electoral votes each state has in the Electoral College. 
Under the college’s winner-take-all setup, a candidate needs 
only one more than half of a state’s popular votes to capture 
all its electoral votes. Thus, the popular winner could lose 
electorally. This has happened twice—in 1876 and 1888, 




ent, each state, irrespective of size, gets 
a minimum of three electoral votes (one' 
for each senator and representative). If the 
electoral votes were distributed on the basis 
of, say, 330,000 popular votes, Alaska would 
get only two-thirds of a vote, not three. 

How about dividing a state’s electoral 
votes proportionately to the popular vote? 

Well, maybe, though statisticians figure it 
would have had some odd results in the 
past: In 1896, they say, it would have elected 
William Jennings Bryan president and in 
1880 Winfield Scott Hancock instead of James 
A. Garfield. 

Odd though this is, it is not the real center 
of the power struggle. 

Tlie winner-take-all system gives the big 
states, with big cities, a big advantage. Here 
is the heart of the battle. It is expressed in 
stark terms by a Texas congressman quoted 
by Prof. James M. Burns of Williams: 

» “Is it fair, is it honest, is it democratic, is 
it to the best interest of anyone, in fact, to 
place such a premium on a few thousand 
labor votes, or Italian votes, or Irish votes, 
or Negro votes, or Jewish votes, or Polish 
votes, or Communist votes, or big-cify- 
machine votes, simply because they happen 
to be located in two or three large, indus¬ 
trial, pivotal states?” 

This is the crux of the dispute. Big-city 
representatives feel they have a vital stake 


in the winnef-take-all device, for they be* 
lieve it compels presidential candidates to 
try especially hard to carry pivotal North¬ 
ern states. Unfair? Maybe. But some liber* 
als argue that it helps Negroes, for exam¬ 
ple, in big cities like Chicago and New 
York, and compensates in part for the dis¬ 
enfranchisement of Negroes in the South. So 
the argument runs. 

Johnson plea 

In this situation President Johnson has 
not asked for changes that explicitly refer 
to the winner-take-all dispute. 

Mr. Johnson urges a constitutional amend¬ 
ment with three prongs: 

1 . It would require members of the Elec¬ 
toral College, once and for all, to vote for 
the candidate favored by the people, “and 
for no one else.” (Isolated electors have 
bolted in the past.) 

2. If no candidate receives an electoral 
majority, the*entire Congress (and not just 
the House, as at present) would select the 
president, 

3. If the president-elect should succumb 
before the electoral vote takes place, the 
vice-president-elect would automatically be¬ 
come president. (There is no guaranty now.) 

Will these reforms be enacted? Washing¬ 
ton is doubtful.
